•  Interpretation Plan: Develop new and expand on existing 
programs and events to highlight the site as a regional 
destination point for Northumberland and the Susquehanna 
Valley while maintaining the site’s mission.

• Exhibit Plan: Expand exhibits to reflect Joseph Priestley’s 
life both in America and make deeper connections to his life 
in England on themes that relate to his contemporaries, his 
prolific writing, science, politics, education, and religion to 
enhance the visitor experience.

Signature Events
• Oxygen Day/Garden Party: Event in August to celebrate 
Priestley’s discovery of oxygen and the new garden develop-
ment drew 122 visitors.

• Historic Cemetery Tour: Event in collaboration with local 
cemetery drew 163 people for tours on a Saturday evening 
and Sunday afternoon in October.

• Charter Day/Priestley’s Birthday: March event celebrat-
ing the founding of Pennsylvania and Joseph Priestley’s 
birthday drew 78 visitors to kick off the site’s 2022 season.
